Cherries, in several varieties, red 


raspberries, new potatoes and the 
first new apples were for sale on the 
Farmers' Market this morning. Pat- 
rons had their choice of Montmor- 
ency sour cherries at 20 cents a 
quart or the Napoleon, Gen.. Wood 
and Bing cherries at 35 and 40 cents 
a quart. 


Red raspberries sold for 20 cents 


a pint box. Yellow Transparent ap- 
ples in quart boxes brought 20 cents 
and new potatoes were 25 cents a 
quart box. Peas sold for 20 cents a 
quart and new cabbage six and eight 
cents a head. Some cabbage was 
offered at 20 cents a head 


Eggs jumped to 56 and 58 cents a 


dozen. Chickens remained the same, 
at 65 cents a pound for fryers and 
60 cents for roasters Pork, in lim- 
ited quantity, was unchanged, at 
90 cents a pound for smoked ham 
and 65 cents for cured bacon.

Fire Destroys York-Shipley 
Plant;Report$350,OOOLoss 


York, Pa., June 28 
A spectac- 


ular fire that demolished a block- 
long industrial building here at an 
estimated loss of between $350,000 
and $400,000 was reported still burn- 
ing today in a portion of the build- 
ing, nearly five hours after its dis- 
covery 


At least 15 fire companies, all the 


fire fighting apparatus of York, aided 
by 
volunteeis 
from 
surrounding 


York county communities, fought 
the blaze last night. 


Seven firemen were injured, none 


seriously, and treated at York hos- 
pitals. 


The building housed the sheet 


metal plant of York-Shipley Inc , 
manufacturers of oil burning equip- 
ment, and the Karl Ort aeronautical 
factory/ It was located on Poplar 
street, between Belvidere avenue 
and West street. 


The blaze was discovered in the 


York-Shipley paint shoo, shortly be- 
fore 10 o'clock, EST last 
night. 


Within an hour the flames swept 
the second floor and jumped an 
eight-inch fire wall separating the 
Shipley and Ort concerns. 


At 11 p. m., police ordered the 


evacuation of families in six houses 


on West street when a strong north- 
western breeze fanned the flames 
toward the homes Firemen concen- 
trated their efforts on saving the 
homes. 


Thousands of persons, police said, 


witnessed the fire, crowding loofs 
and nearby dwellings and jamming 
the street. 


Only charred walls of the build- 


ing, owned by H. M. Rehmeyer, re- 
mained standing at 2'30 a m to- 
day and Fire Chief L Ellis Wagner 
said it was possible that these would 
collapse. 


Director of Public Safety John L 


Mayer reported the fire under con- 
trol at midnight. Fire Chief Wagner, 
\n a later report, said the flames 
still were burning in. a portion of 
the building at 2:30 a m. 


Several loud explosions wei e heard 


shortly after the fire was discovered 
and the billowing black smoke ham- 
pered firemen in their efforts to 
battle the blaze. 


Dale Laughman, foreman of the 


York-Shipley night shift, said more 
than a dozen 55-gallon drums of 
commercial ether and a quantity 
of ersite, an inflammable chemical 
coating, were stored in the paint 
shop.

“Adams county is in good 
shape, but don't, let down now." he 
said.

“Most apple orchards look good,”

The building housed the sheet 


metal plant of York-Shipley Inc., 
manufacturers of oil burning equip- 
ment, and the Karl Ort aeronautical 
factory.-' It was located on Poplar 
street, between Belvidere avenue 
and West street. 


The blaze was discovered in the

No Possible Compromise 


That seems like the logical remedy 


to try at this juncture. It's logical 
because, while China's needs are 
many and diversified, she considers 
her essential requirement right, now 
to be the wherewithal to defeat the 
Chinese communists. 


I realize that this assertion is 


strong- mustard and gives rise TO the 
question of why defeat of the com- 
munists should be placed ahead of, 
say, further reform in the national 
government with the idea of Tanning 
over the Reds peacefully. Must the 
Chinese political quarrel be settled 
on the battle-field? 


We discussed a partial answer to 


this briefly in yesterday's column. 
It is that there is no possible com- 
promise between communism and 
any other political belief on the face 
of the earth. No country could be 
part communist and part something 
else. It's that cardinal fact which 
rapidly is dividing the globe into 
two camps which are at swords 
point politically, economically and 
religiously 


However, that isn't the whole 


story by a long shot. There's an- 
other highly important angle to 
which Catholic Archbishop Paul Yu- 
Pin drew attention yesterday at Nan- 
inng m a statement—calling" 'for 
American aid. JHe decilaxed that 
China's civil war actually 'is a "for- 
eign war." He added that unless 
the United States gave assistance 
"she herself may be the next victim,' 
and China may become the birth- 
place of World War III. 


Terrible Paradox 


The significance 
of the arch- 


bishop's remark about a "foreign 
war" is of course that it echoes 
Chinese 
Nationalist 
governmen- 


charges that Russia is aiding the 
Chinese communists in their effort 
to overthrow the Nanking govern- 
ment and establish communism in 
China. As a matter of fact this 
charge isn't new. but has been main- 
tained by Chiang's government for 
a long time. The Russians are ac- 
cused not only of furnishing the Chi- 
nese rebels with war supplies, but 
with having turned important mili- 
tary positions over to them when the 
Soviet forces were withdrawing from 
Manchuria. 


Anyway, the vital point is that if 


the Chinese communists should be 
successful in their rebellion, Moscow 
ultimately would add China with its 
five hundred millions to tne Soviet 
sphere of influence. That would 
make Russia the dominant power in 
the Orient. Small wonder tnen thai 
Archbishop Paul 
Yu-Pm 
should 


think of China as the possible birth- 
place of a third world war. 


So China would seem to be con- 


fronted with a very terrible paradox: 
that she must forge peace m the 
flames of war

Lure of New Engines 


Installing a new engine in an old 


car may look like the answer to your 
prayer, but this step should be taken 
with full knowledge of the facts. 
Such changes often entail problems. 
Putting a late engine into an earlier 
car, for -instance, may present the 
problem of how to rearrange some 
of the accessories. Sometimes there 
is no room for the fuel pump, or 
tricks may have to be done with the 
generator. 
Usually 
some way of 


solving such headaches can be found 
but not without time and effort. It is 
also important to remember that 
the newness of the engine may be 
something of a trial to the rest of 
the car which is still old. A new en- 
gine is likely to call for clutch serv- 
ice. 
Use of new engines is mo;=t 


practical where a late model car 
has received a great deal of use and 
where it is more economics1! to re- 
place' the motor than to rebuild- 
it. 


One They Overlook 


One of the causes of high oil 


consumption 
is 
invariably over- j 


looked. I refer to weakness of the | 
oil pressure relief valve. When pres- | 
sure is allowed to build up excessive j 
ly it results in overlubrication of j 
some of the motor parts which are j 
fed through the pressure, lines. Any 
overlubrication, whether .from ex- 
cessive pressure or from loose bear- 
ings which allow oil to be thrown 
too freely to the cylinder walls, will i 
cause 
waste. This condition 
is 


closely related to the grade of oil 
used. See that tension of the relief 
valve spring is correct for the en- 
gine, and use the grade oil recom- 
mended by the manufacturer with 
all allowances for the engine's age 
and condition. 


Fooled by Diluent 


Still on the subject of oil con- 


sumption I want to point out a pit- 
fall in the reasoning of a filling sta- 
tion attendant with whom I chatted 
the other evening on a trip. He said 
that around town the engine of his 
car did not use any oil, but that on 


road the loss was considerable. I 


aink that if he could analyze the 
ont'ents of the crankcase when in 
own he'd find that the engine loads 
p with dilution, and that this com- 
iensates for the burning of oil. On 
he road everything burns' up, dilu- 
ion as well as oil, With a well worn 
ngine it is usually this way.
